CHICAGO’S TRACTION COMPROMISE. 

The city of Chicago has the right to take over the 
properties of the street railway companies and ope- 
rate them as a municipal system. But at present 
there appears’ to be no way of raising the money 
needed for this purpose. Pending the solution of the 
problem of funds to run the lines itself, the city has 
made a compromise with the traction companies 
which contains some suggestions for St. Louis. 

The properties have been valued at about $50,000,- 
000. The terms of the compromise provide that the 
companies are to receive out of the gross profits 5 
per cent on this $50,000,000. Seventy per cent is to 
go for operating expenses, and ‘the remainder is” to 
be divided between the city and the companies, the 
city to receive 55 per cent and the companies 45 per 
cent. 

It is estimated that, under this arrangement, the 
city will receive $1,265,000 per annum as its share 
of the surplus, after all fixed and other charges 
have been paid. 

And—one of the best things that have come out 
of the fight for municipal ownership—the companies 
are to increase the facilities immediately, to very 
greatly improve the equipment and service, and 
within three years to completely rehabilitate the 
property. | 
This change may turn out to be better for Chica- 
go than municipal ownership. But it must not be 
forgotten that it has been forced by the threat of 
municipal ownership. The companies that have so 
long defied the eity have come to terms, simply be- 
cause they feared that the immensely valuable 
franchises represented by the control of the Chicago 
traction system would be wrested from them. 

The complete monopoly of the St. Louis system is 
developing similar evils to those from which Chi- 
cago suffers. But St. Louis has a weapon at hand 
to enforce betterment.
